The camp included numerous mess buildinres 
and seven or eirht single-story cantonments about 25 x 9 meters, In the sucner 
of 1950, eipht to LO wooden single-story buildings, approximately the sane 
sige as the cantonments, were constructed. The new buildings were imated in 
a closely guarded area in the northwestern section of the camp and were not 
used as billets.
